Soldiers Take Into Custody Forty 
Skilled Workmen in Colorado. 
DENVER, Col:, July 21.—The Portland 
Mine is closed again in consequence of the 
action of the military authorities. The 
mine was giving employment to about 500 
Squads of soldiers have arrested 
forty of these, including the entire mechan- 
force at the three working shafts. 


This comprised engineers, firemen, master 
and skilled men in other de-

partments.

ern Federation of Miners and take out 
Mine Owners’ Association working cards. 

Six of the forty men arrested were de- 
clared to be “all right’’ by the military 
board and were released. Twelve others 
were released on their own recognizance. 
Each of the remaining twenty-two, when 
questioned, admitted that he had intended 
to quit work on the Portland, but denied 
knowlege of the others’ plans. 

It is alleged that the union men in the 
mechanical department were to walk out 
in a body. There are said to be about 100 
union miners on the Portland pay roll who 
have not taken out Mine Owners’ Associa- 
tion cards, and they will now be required 
to’take out such cards or leave the district. 

VICTOR, Col., July 21.—Regarding the 
reason for the arrests at the Portland Mine, 
Judge McGerry, Chairman of the Military 
Commission, gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“It has been ascertained that about 100 
men working in the Portland Mine are 
there in the interests of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, and leaders among the 
men have organized a walk-out in a body 
for the purpose of embarrassing the opera- 
tions of the mine. 

“The names of all the members of this 
conspiracy were obtained by the military 
authorities and they are making arrests. 
These men obtained employment in the 
mine by deceit and false representations, 
and were old employes.”’

Crew of the Creedmoor Driven to 
Small Boats After Hard Battle. 


ONE MAN LOST HIS LIFE 


Portuguese Sailor, Paralyzed by Fear, 
Seen on Deck After dis Comrades 
Had Put Away from Vessel. 


Righteen shabbily dressed men, some of 
them bare footed and others clad only in 
oilskins, artived in New York last night. 
They were members of the crew of the 
British sailing ship Creedmoor, and had 
made a gallant fight to save their vessel, 
which, with her cargo of 450,000 gallons of 
gasoline, benzine, and naphtha, burned at 
sea on Wednesday. The men had lost 
everything they had, yet each of them had 


a smile on his face, and not a single one 
cduld be found among them who did not 
say that all the luck was on their side, 
for, ag one of them expressed it, “‘ things 
looked so black that we could almost see 
old Death looking us in the face.” 
Yesterday morning the crew of the burned 
vessel, with one exception, a Portuguese 
who was lost with the ship, was landed at 
Wood's Holl, Mass., from which place they 
caught the Boston Express for New York. 

When the Creedmoor was about forty 
miles east of Fire Island somebody discov- 
ered there was a fire aboard. Less than a 
minute later a sheet of flame burst through 
the poop deck, just forward of the cabin. 
Capt. Humphries knew that if he saved his 
ship with such a cargo he would be- about 
the luckiest skipper that ever sailed the 
Atlantic. 

Capt. Humphries put the Creedmoor about 
and began a race for Sandy Hook. In the 
meantime Second Mate Adams was placed 
in command of the fire fighters. As yet the 
flames did not appear to be gaining great 
headway, and as they had started in a 

| part of the ship where there were no 
lights, the skipper was certain that the 
fire had been slowly smoldering since he 
left New York. Capt. Humphries had just 
a faint hope that he might reach the Hoos 
and save his vessel. 
The fire-fighting apparatus on the ship 
| was in excellent condition, and the system 
that marked this remarkable fight would 
have reflected credit on Chief Croker's 
best men. However, the sailors were 
destined to defeat, This loss of the battle 
was soon brought home to the men by a 
terrific explosion in the compartment where 
the naphtha was kept. This was followed 
by another explosion a few minutes later, 
and then others came in rapid succession.

On the left of King’s Highway, go- 
ing toward Bath Beach, and just before the 
crossing is reached, the twelve-foot fence 
of the Gravesend race track completely 
blocks all view of the railroad south of the 
crossing. The railroad track is only about 
ten feet from the board fence. 

The automobile had just cleared the fence 
when a freight train bound from Coney 
Island to Parkville came along at the rate 
of about fifteen miles an hour. By the 
time the occupants of the auto discovered 
their danger, it was too late to do any- 
thing. Rauscher got busy with his levers, 
but the oncoming train was only a few 
yards away then. He shouted to his com- 
panions to jump for their lives, but the 
words had scarcely left his mouth before 
the crash came. 

Rauscher was thrown to the ground. He 
received internal injuries and was badly 
bruised. The chauffeur was bruised also, 
but Burechhardt somehow managed to jump 
at the last moment and received only slight 
injuries. Abbott was caught in the wreck- 
age of the auto and was held between the 
sides of the machine, which were crumbled

CRISIS REGARDED AS ACUTE. 


Balfour Calis Malacca Incident Most 
Serious—Postpones Statement. 


LONDON, Friday, July 22.—After mid- 
night, just before the adjournment of the 
House of Commons, Premier Balfour stat- 
ed that the Government had received no 
confirmation of the reported release of the 
Malacca. 

When questioned in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, about the departure of the 
Malacca from Port Said, Premier Balfour 
confirmed the report of the departure of 
the ship in charge of a Russian prize 
crew, and said he would ‘“ make a state- 
ment to the House on this most serious 
question at some future day,’ but, he 
added, he thought it was not desirable that 
a statement should be made prematurely. 

Gen, Laurie (Conservative) intended to 
raise the whole Red Sea question in the 
House yesterday, but it was announced 
that at the request of Earl Percy, Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, in view of 
the extreme importance of the subject, he 
would postpone his question until Monday. 
By that time the British Government is 
confident that the Malacca incident will 
have been settled. 

The assurances that the Malacca will be 
released, cabled from St. Petersburg to the 
United States, do not appear in the British 
morning papers. 

Special dispatches to a somewhat similar 
effect from: St. Petersburg do not allay 
the alarmist views of the leading organs, 
which construe Premier Balfour's post- 
midnight announcement that the Govern- 
ment had received no confirmation of the 
reported release of the Malacca to mean 
that the incident remains unsettled. 

Another cause for great apprehension is 
the broader question of Russia’s right to 
send vessels of her Volunteer Fleet through 
the Dardanelles. A striking evidence that 
the danger of the situation has not been 
mitigated in the least:so fas as British 
official and public opinion is concerned 1s 
afforded by The Daily Telegraph, which, 
under a large-type caption, “An Acute 
Crisis,’’ declares that the relations between 
Great Britain and Russia have reached the 
stage of an acute crisis, but behind the in- 
cident of the Malacca the far larger 
question of the status the so-called 
Volunteer Fleet. 

“Tt has, we believe, been made clear to 
the Czar’s Government that the transfor- 
mation of merchant vessels passing the 
Da:.darelles as such into armored cruisers 
cannot be recognized under any pretext 
whatever as justifying Russia's interfer- 
ence with British shipping. 

“It is not impossible that as a concession 
to Russian dignity the Government may 
offer to permit the Malacca to put in at 
some neutral port, where her cargo may be 
examined and the statemekt verified that 
whatever munitions she carried were in- 
tended for the use of the British China 
squadron.”" 

In its editorial this morning The Daily 
Telegraph becomes even more alarmist, 
declaring that upon Russia’s response to 
Lord Lansdowne'’s demands “the issues 
of peace or war are staked.’’ Continuing, 
The Daily Telegraph says that only in the 
event of Russia being prepared to accept 
the British conditions on the larger issue 
would the Government, as a “ sop to Rus- 
sian dignity,’’ permit the Malacca to be 
taken to a neutral port. 

“The maih question to be settled between 
the British and Russian Governments, if we 
are to maintain even technical relations of 
friendship,” says The Daily Telegraph's 
editorial, ‘‘is the status of the Russian so- 
called Volunteer Fleet. The point which 
has been made clear to the Czar’s Govern- 
ment by Lord Lansdowne that Great 
Britain will not permit a lightning change 
from a merchant to an armed 
cruiser. 

“In other words, if these unchartered lib- 
ertines of the Russian Navy attempt to stop 
or to search a British vessel they will be 
called upon to desist, and if they refuse 
to obey the demand they will be fired upon 
and sunk. 

‘We further understand that the Otto- 
man Government will take steps to prevent 
the passage of these Janus-facea vessels 
through the Dardanelles, and, in the event 
of their evasion, will notify our Govern- 
ment of their departure. 

“These problems are altogether inde- 
pendent of the war in the Far East. We 
are acting and shall continue to act, not 
as the allies of Japan, but as the greatest 
naval power, protecting the highway 
against the illicit inroads of pirates.” 

The significance of such language by a 

paper so much in the confidence of the 
Government and which has been strongly in 
favor of an Anglo-Russian entente can 
scarcely be overestimated. 
. The Standard also sees little abatement 
in the gravity of the crisis as a result of 
the statements from St. Petersburg that 
the Malacca will be released. ‘‘ Our dignity 
and self-respect,’ says the paper edito- 
rially, “demand that she be released before 
she reaches the Baltic. 

“The Admiral in 2sorsmand of the Medi- 
terranean Squadron has received his in- 
Structions. His cruisers are being rapidly 
directed to the proper pbdints, and we pre- 
sume that if the Malacca is not voluntarily 
surrendered she will be intercepted before 
she can pass the Straits of Gibraltar.’’ 

The Daily Mail says there is reason to 
belfeve that the British garrisons in the 
Mediterranean will be strengthened by 
draf‘s from the United Kingdom, while 
Beveral vessels will be sent to the vicinity 
of the Dardanelles, and others to Port 
Said. 

Admiral Edward Field, retired, speaking 
at a public banquet last evening, said he 
believed that the Russian Government was 
trying to drag in both France and Great 
Britain. 

The Odessa correspondent of The Stand- 
ard. in a dispatch dated July 21, says it is 
stated that three Russian Volunteer Fleet 
steamers now at Sevastopol have stopped 
coaling and arming pending further in- 
structions from St. Petersburg. He adds 
that the “privateering exploits of the 
Smolensk and Petersburg are applauded

At the same tithe hé ob- 
served, with the approval of the House, 
that he did not think it desirable that the 
statement should be premature. 

“That, we are sure, is the féeling of 
the country. It is anxious to afford the 
amplest opportunities to diplomacy for 
effecting an adjustment of the contro- 
versy which shall be satisfactory precise- 
ly because it appreciates the strength of 
the British case and the extreme gravity 
of the position which has been created 
by the refusal of Russia to abandon her 
pretensions. ' 

“A St. Petersburg message suggests 
that authoritative quarters in that city 
do not regard the British note as repre- 
senting the final attitude of the Govern- 
ment and that a tendency exists to look 
upon the presence of our ships in Egyp- 
tian waters as part of a game of bluff. 
We cannot believe that Count Bencken- 
dorff has left his Government room for 
such an illusion, which we do not hesitate 
to describe as most dangerous to peace. 

“There may be a possibility of solving 
by diplomatic means the broader ques- 
tions of principle as to the status of 
the Volunteer Fleet. Indeed, a St. Pe- 
tersburg message tells us that the idea 
of referring the subject to The Hague 
tribunal is already mooted in the Rus- 
sian capital. 

“That.is an idea which perhaps we 
might entertain, provided, of course, that 
Russia were to undertake not to allow 
volunteer cruisers to make further seiz- 
ures pending a decision, but the release 
of the Malacca is a condition precedent 
to any possible arrangement of this kind. 

“ Every day’s delay adds to the tension 
which the high-handed and lawless ac- 
tion .of the Russian cruisers has caused, 
while any repetition of that action would 
intensify the difficulties in the way of a 
settlement a hundredfold and might eas- 
ily make it no longer practicable.” 


FRENCH THINK RUSSIA WRONG. 


Foreign Minister Delcasse Advises Her 
to Release the Malacca.

PARIS, July 21.—The absence of edi- 
torial comment in most of the Paris 
newspapers on the exploits of the Rus- 
sian volunteer cruisers is probably due 
to several causes. 

One is the general opinion that the 
Russians are in the wrong, a view which 
their French allies cannot be expected 
to proclaim on the housetops. Another 
is, no doubt, a desire to abstain from a 
manifestation calculated to be interpret- 
ed by Russia as an encouragement to 
provoke an extension of the war. 

Last, but not least, the great majority 
of Frenchmen, including most of the 
leading Paris journalists, may be cred- 
ited with a sincere wish not to show 
themselves unfriendly to England. 

If, therefore, the French Government 
has been called upon to take a position 
on the question, it could scarcely leave 
clearly defined public opinion out of ac- 
count. The prospect of an eventual im- 
provement in Anglo-Russian relations is 
nowhere more welcome than in Paris, 
and a rapprochement would find no 
more eager promoter than the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

The untoward incident provoked by 
the action of the Russian cruisers is cer- 
tainly profoundly deplored at the Elysée 
and the Quai d’Orsay, though there is 
nothing to show that it is regarded in 
high official quarters as likely to lead 
to serious complications.

PARIS, July 21.—At the embassies here 
and in foreign diplomatic circles gen- 
erally it is not believed that the Malacca 
incident will have serious results, for it 
is universally held that Russia is in the 
wrong and must and will give in. 

An ordinary meeting was held to-day 
by the Directors of the Suez Canal, and 
the question was unofficially discussed. 
One of the French Directors voiced the 
opinion of his compatriots in the remark 
that Russia had quite enough on her 
hands without seeking trouble with Eng- 
land. 

More delicate in its bearings is the 
question of Russia passing ships through 
the Dardanelles under cover of the com- 
mercial flag. The Russian argument is 
that no treaty defines the length of time 
which must elapse before a merchant 
vessel can obtain belligerent rights after 
its transformation into a cruiser. In the 
case of the Petersburg and the Smolensk 
this transformation took place after their 
passage through the Dardanelles, and 
though the trick is patent, no clear 
breach of treaty is involved, as would 
have been the case if an ironclad had 
passed through under a similar dis- 
guise. This knotty point may very likely 
be submitted later to The Hague Tri- 
bunal. 

A statement is published here to-night 
that M. Delcassé is about to make a 
visit to Russia, with the express pur- 
pose of conferring with Count Lams- 
dorff. I am informed by a personage 
in close touch with the Foreign Minister 
that there is no truth in this whatever. 
M. Delcassé would instinctively avoid 
any voyage which would have an air of 
officiousness, and he has at the present 
moment but one heartfelt desire—to get 
as far away from Russia and Russian 
affairs as he possibly can, 

There is now no doubt that the British 
Ambassador at Rome, Sir Francis Bertie, 
will succeed Sir Edmund Monson at the 
embassy here. Sir Edmund has already 
left the embassy, and will not return to 
reside there any more, but will spend 
the few remaining weeks of his Ambas- 
sadorship at Etretat and Houlgate.

PARIS, July 21.—The French Government 
has taker the initiative toward averting an 
Anglo-RuSsian crisis. Its action is not by 
the exercise of friendly offices, but by a 
more effective means. 

Foreign Minister Delcassé is making 
friendly representations to Count Lams- 
dorff, the Russian Foreign Minister. This, 
from the. ally on whom Russia chiefly de- 
pends, is expected to exert strong influ- 
ence toward a pacific solution. The exact 
nature of M. Delcassé’s representations is 
not disclosed, but they are understood to 
contemplate the release of the Malacca 
and suitable redress. 

Russia’s answer is momentarily expected, 
but had not arrived to-night. It is expect- 
ed to-morrow. If it is satisfactory the re- 
lease of the steamer will probably be fol- 
lowed by the payment of a money indem- 
nity. 

The French authorities are doing every- 
thing possible to prevent the affair from 
assuming grave proportions. Although re- 
luctant to eriticise Russia, they incline to 
the view that a mistake has been made in 
the present case. which Russia will be 


ready to admit and cofreet uhless retarded 
through ive British criticisms,

WILL ACCEPT BRITAIN’S WORD. 


Russia Ready to Free Prize on Receiv- 
ing Assurance as to Her Cargo. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 21.—The scare 
yesterday over the Malacca incident has 
given way to a calmer and more rational 
view. The feeling in high official circles 
where an exact knowledge of the attitude 
of the Governmént exists is that the case 
will be speedily’and satisfactorily adjusted. 

The main denculty is the excited state 
of public feeling in the two countries, but 
the Russian Govarnment, under the direct 
inspiration of the Emperor, who is per- 
sonally anxious to avoid grounds for a 
quarrel, is apparently ready to meet Great 
Britain in the most friendly spirit. 

To the Emperor primarily, but also in 
large degree to Foreign Minister Lams- 
dorff, is due the credit for restraining the 
chauvinistic spirit of a certain element 
which talks lightly of the possibility. of 
war with Great Britain. 

The Russian position can be stated in a 
few words. While not admitting that the 
Russian Captain seized the Malacca without 
some warrant, Russia will accept without 
question Great Britain’s assurance that the 
war munitions on board the vessel are 
Government stores, bound for the naval 
station at Hongkong, and will order the 
immediate release of the ship. 

At the same time Russia will maintain her 
right to stop vessels believed to have con- 
traband of war on board and detain them 
if the manifests are not plain, as required 
by international law. 

Whether Russia will agree to discuss the 
war status of the Red Sea cruisers is not 
plain, but if Great Britain insists seriously 
she may offer to refer this and other col- 
lateral questions to The Hague Tribunal. 

It is stated that the Foreign Office was 
not consulted regarding the international 
questions involved when the decision to 
send out the vessels of the Volunteer 
Fleet and convert them into warships was 
reached, but this cannot be confirmed. The 
Grand Duke Alexander Mikhailovitch, who 
is a strong reactionary and who is said 
to have planned the cruise, seems to be 


chiefly responsible for the present entangle- 
ment. 

Nothing is ascertainable here regarding 
the reported pourparlers of the powers on 
the general subject of neutral commerce, 
but the report is not considered probable. 

The Prinz Heinrich incident seems certain 
of satisfactory adjustment. There appears 
to be no desire on the part of Germany 
to crowd Russia, that country being con- 
vinced that any wrong which may haye

It is surmised here that the vessel referred 
to is the Hipsiang, now five days overdue 
from Niu-Chwang. The Hipsiang belongs 
to the Indo-China Navigation Company. 

Lloyd's agent at Niu-Chwang telegraphs

FIGHTING BEYOND THE LIAO 


Russians Said té Have Driven Back 
Japanese with Great Loss—More 
About Mo-tien Battle. 


LIAO-YANG, Wednesday, July 20.—News 
was received from Tashi-Chao yesterday 
that the Japanese had broken through the 


Russian left flank between Lieut. Gen. 
Count Keller's position and that of Gen. 
Rennenkampff, and that they were march- 
ing on Mukden. 

The rumors to this effect are persistent, 
but there is no official confirmation of 
them. 

The Russian Eastern Army to-day at- 
tacked the Japanese on the other side of the 


valley of the Liao River. Gen. Keller, after, 
a hard fight, compelled the Japanese to re- 
treat with great loss. 


LONDON, July 22.—According to a spe- 
cial dispatch from Moscow, the Russky 
Listok of that city confirms the report from 
Liao-yang that the Japanese have broken 
through the Russian left flank and are 
marching on Mukden. 

A Russian correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph at Mukden, under date of July 
19, says: : 

“A fierce fight has been raging during 
the past two days, and it still continues. 

“The Japanese, who are in superior 
strength, attacked with great daring and 
coolness. 

‘The Russians are contesting the ground 
splendidly. 

“The Japanese flanking movements to 
the east are the real cause of our retire- 
ment. 

‘Heavy losses have been sustained. 

“The Japanese artillery has again shown 
its superiority.”’ 

The scene of the fighting is not mentioned 
by the correspondent. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 21.-The must 
sensational piece of news from the front is 
The Associated Press dispatch from Liao- 
yang, dated July 20, reporting a persistent 
rumor that the Japanese hive broken 
through the Russian left wing between the 
respective positions of Lieut. Gen. Cornt 
Keller and Gen. Rennenkampff and are 
marching upon Mukden. 

The report received from Gen. Kuropatkin 
bearing the same date says “hat there has 
been no change of importance jn the situa- 
tion, and a close study of the dates shows 
that the rumor probably refers to the Jap- 
anese advance against Gen. Rennenkumpft 
on the Northern Sai-ma-tse Liao-yang 
Road, when they drove the Russians back 
as far as Houtsiatze, twenty-six miles east 
of Liao-yang. 

A later dispatch to The Associated Press 
shows that Gen. Herschelmann cammanded 
this detachment of Gen, Rennenkampff’s 
cavalry and that he turned and took the 
offensive, subsequently compelling the Jap- 
anese to retire in the direction of Sikeyan. 

Further but incomplete details of Gen. 
Keller's attack at Mo-tien Pass July 17 
sent by The Associated Press correspond- 
ents show that the fight lasted all day and 
was a bloody affair. The Sevsky Regi- 
ment rushed eight of the Japanese guns 
with the bayonet, but later was compelled 
to abandon them. 

A Russian detachment which crossed the 
Lian River at dawn on the opening of 
the fight discovered a Japanese detach- 
ment under a hill, dressed in the Russian 
uniform, and hailed the soldiers in Russian 
as friends, but when the Russians got 
within easy range the Japanese opened fire. 


FIRING OFF PORT ARTHUR. 


Guns Heard at Niu-Chwang, Too—Re- 
ported Japanese Loss. 


TIEN-TSIN, July 21.—It is reported here 
that a heavy bombardment off Port Ar- 
thur occurred yesterday. 

Heavy gun firing was heard at Niu- 
Chwang the same day.

The Blakely Reaches an Average Speed 
of 25.7 Knots.

NEWPORT, R, I., July 21.—The torpedo- 
boat destroyer Blakely to-day successfully 
passed her official standardizing test be- 
fore the Naval Inspection Board, of which 
Capt. C. J. Train is President. The condi- 
tions were very favorable, the wind being 
light and the sea calm, and the boat was 
able to make excellent time over the meas- 
ured mile course. 

Her best time for a mile was at the rate 
of 25.7 knots an hour, which is seven- 
tentns of a knot in excess of the require- 
ments, To-morrow morning the Blakely 
will have her final trial at sea, being re- 
quired to make 24 knots an hour in the 
deep seaway. After to-day’s performance, 
which was satisfactory in every way to 
her builders and the Government Inspec- 
tors, it is expected that the boat will suc- 
cessfully pass this last test. 


WRIT OF ERROR FOR BURTON. 


Justice Brewer Acts in Case of Convict- 
ed Missouri Senator. 


WASHINGTON, July 21,—Justice Brewer 
of the United States Supreme Court has 
granted a writ of error to the United States 
District Court: for the Eastern District of 
Missouri in the case of Senator Joseph R.

BIG ELECTRICAL CONTRACT. 


Allis-Chalmers Company Sald to Have 
Closed Record Deal. 


The Allis-Chalmers Company, which has 
been making préparations for months past 
to enter the electrical field on a large scale 
in opposition to the Westinghouse and the 
General Electric interests, is said to have 
just obtained a contract for installing near- 
ly 100,000 horse power turbo-generating 
equipment, asserted to be the largest con- 
tract of the Kind ever made in the world, 
the value being upward of $2,000,000. 

The contract is reported to have been 
awarded by Thomas E. Murray, acting as 
consulting engineer for the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company, the New York Edison 
Company, and other companies in which 
Anthony N. Brady is the dominant factor. 
There will be six 5,500 kilowatt turbines, 


direct connected to 25 cycle, 750 revolu- 
tions a minute, three-phase alternating gen- 
erators. The latter machines will be wound 
to give either 6,600 or 11,000 volts. One is 
to be installed 25 huge power house which 
the Brooklyn pid Transit is to erect at 
Kent and Division Avenues, and which will 
contain almost 100,000 horse power. Twelve 
turbines in all are to be put in the plant. 
The second largest contract of the kind 
was for three 5,500 kilowatt outfits which 
the Westinghouse Company will furnish 
for the proposed Long Island City power 
house of the Pennsylvania Railroad.

ment Company, in Eighth Street, Coney 


Island, directly opposite the police station, 
at about 6 o’clock last evening. The auto 
Station was burned, with nine automobiles 


that had been left there by their occu- 
pants, who were seeing the sights of the 
island. It was impossible to save a single 
machine. Twenty-five barrels of gasoline 
were in the place, and as they blew up one 
after another, the flames rolled higher and 
higher, making a gorgeous spectacle that 
was enjoyed by a throng of fully 50,000 
persons, who flocked into adjacent streets 
and vacant places, but spreading terror 
among the owners of near-by amusement 
places. 

At one time it looked as if the whole West 
End might be fire-swept. Battalion Fire 
Chief Kirkpatrick was standing before 
the house of Engine Company No. 145, 
adjoining the police station, when the 
first barrel of gasoline exploded with 
a report like a siege gun. He dashed 
indoors and gave the alarm, but before the 
engine had crossed the sill the whole build- 
ing was wrapped in flames, and concussion 
was following concussion in quick succes- 
sion, at least a score of heavy explosions 
being noticed, to say nothing of smaller 
ones as the fire touched the tanks and tires 
of the separate machines, 

Chief Kirkpatrick at once sent out three 
alarms, which brought nine engines and 
one hook and ladder, and these, belonging 
to the city, were reinforced by three en- 
gines and one truck used in the fire spec- 
tacle at Luna Park and three engines and 
one truck used in the fire spectacle at 
Dreamland, with their full crews-of trained 
firemen. 

But if there had been fifty engines in- 
stead of fifteen they could have done noth- 
ing to stop that blaze. There was nothing 
to do but to let it burn itself out, and wet 
down adjacent buildings. The gasoline ran 
from the burning building, flowing through 
the gutters in blazing torrents, too hot for 
anyone to approach, obviating for the time 
the need of police lines, while vast billows 
of black smoke fairly veiled the sky. 

It is believed that the attendant in charge 
of the building escaped, but he was not 
seen around the ruins up to a late hour. 
No One could at first tell who owned the 
machines that were destroyed, for they had 
been left as casually as so many bicycles 
by the pleasure-seekers whom they had 
brought to the island. Soon, however, 
anxious owners began to appear. H. N. 
Inman of 2 East Forty-fifth Street lost a 
car worth $9,000. William G. Philips of 
162 Washington Avenue, Mount Vernon, 
had a $2,500 auto in the fire. Another 
machine, worth $2,000, belonged to John 
Hill of the Clarendon Hotel, Brooklyn. 
Howard Schultz of Broadway and Thir- 
teenth Street, Manhattan, owned a $4,000 
machine, and another worth $3,000 was said 
to belong to a Mr. Smith, living in Thir- 
teenth Street, Homecrest, a.«suburb near 
Coney Island. 

The firé burned for about an hour and a 
half, the total loss being about $60,000. Of 
that, however, only about $2,000 can be 
charged to the building. It was built last 
April of second-hand lumber, was one- 
story high, and had a frontage of about 
seventy-five feet on Eighth Street, and was 
about fifty feet deep. 

Neighbors said last night that ten com- 
plaints had been lodged with the Fire Com- 
missioner concerning the dangerous char- 
acter of the place, and the fact that large 
«¢ untities of gasoline were stored there 
without a permit, but no action had been 
taken on a single one, and similar protests 
to the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Combustibles ,had met with no better suc- 
cess. There was no insurance on any 
building within a quarter of a mile, they 


said. 

Frank Bostock, the animal trainer, and 
other proprietors of exhibitions at the 
nearby resorts sent forces of men to help 
tenants of nearby properties to get their 
belongings into the street. Among the 
places most threatened were a machine 
shop immediately adjoining the fire, an un- 
dertaker’s shop next door, and the little 
wooden building occupied by the reporters 
for the Manhattan and Brooklyn news- 
papers on the other side of the burning 
shed. Here the desks and portable tele- 
phones and typewriters were carried to the 


sidewalk. 
The owners of the burned mnchines 


turned sadly away from the ruin to contem- 
plate going home in crowded and prosaic 
trolley cars, trains, or steamboats,

DONNELLY RATIFIES TRUCE. | BRYAN PROCLAIMS HIS 


50,000 Butchers Will Return .o Work in 
Chicago To-day. 


CHICAGO, July 21.—Fifty thousand 
butcher workmen who quit work July 12, 
paralyzing the meat industry of the coun- 
try, will go back to their posts to-morrow 
morning. While they continue peacefully 
at work a board of arbitration will pass 
judgment upon the contentions of the labor- 
ers for higher wages and less arduous 
working conditions—and the decision.of the 
arbitrators will settle- the issues of the 
great strike. 

President Donnelly of the Butchers’ Union 
had to-day promptly received the approvai 
of all of the executive board members 
except two. The points yet_to be heard 
from were Syracuse and San: Francisco, 

Thousands of laborers who have been on 
strike appeared at the yards to-day with 
their lunch pails and applied for work, 
thinking since the strike had been declared 
off there remained nothing to be done ex- 
cept to go back to their old places. They 
were told at the timekeepers’ offices of the 
different plants that they would not be 
taken back until to<morrow. 

After waiting a short time to hear from 
Syracuse and San Francisco, Mr. Donnelly 
announced that the last formality of the 
truce had been ended. He based the an- 
nouncement on the fact that a majority of 
the Executive Board members had tele- 
graphed approval ot the terms. 


RIOT CALL IN ST. JOSEPH. 


Strikers Assault Non-Union Men Still 
Employed at Stockyards. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo.,, July 21.—A riot call 
was turned in from the stockyards district 
to-night and every available policeman 
went on duty to control excited members 


of the labor unions who went out on a 
strike several days ago. 

The packers are not discharging the non- 
union men fast enough to sult the strikers. 
To-night the managers of all the packing 
plants in South St. Joseph notified the 
union men that but 60 per cent. of the 
strikers will be put to work to-morrow. 
The strikers say the packers are endeavor-

STRIKERS: GO BACK TO-DAY. 


Welcome Settlement—Retail Prices Will 
Have Gradual Decline. 


The action of the National Committee of 
the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen in ordering the strikers back to 
work pending arbitration was ratified by 
the New York strikers yesterday afternoon, 


and the strikers will report for work to- 
day and be taken back as soon as arrangeé- 
ments can be made. 

Strike Leaders Eichelberger and Mas- 
terson had conferences during the day with 
Secretary Weil of the Schwarzschild, 
Sulzberger Company and Isaac Blumenthal 
of the United Dressed Beef Company. An 
understanding was reached by which the 
strikers will be put back to work as fast as 
possible, and the slaughter houses will 
start operations to-day. The few non-union 
men who were employed during the strike 
in the reduction plants and in handling of- 
fal will cause no trouble, it was said, as 
there will be work enough for all. 

Secretary Weill of the Schwarzschild, 
Sulzberger Company said that the prices 
of meats will be reduced until their normal 
price is reached. A representative of Swift 

Co. said: ‘‘ The wholesale prices did 
not rise to more than 1% to 2 cents a 
pound above normal price, The retailers in 
some cases charged from 3 to 4 cents 
higher.” Some of the retailers explained 
this by saying that the weather was so 
hot that they could only sell choice cuts. 

Edward Davis of the Washington Market, 
who supplies hotels and restaurants, said 
there would be no immediate reduction. 

“Prices may hold up more or less all 
Summer,”’ he continued, ‘* Beef was high 
pefore the strike, and with our regular 
customers we practically did not raise the 

rices. The transient trade had to pay 2 or 

cents more, and that will doubtless drop 
off soon. August is always the hardest 
month in which to procure beef.”* 

The kosher meat shops on the east side, 
which are about 3,500 in number, and which 
have been closed for some days, will be 
opened again to-day. Morris Ozwalinsky 
of 160 pene A Street, who is Chairman of 
several associations of kosher butchers, said 
that each of the kosher butchers sold from 
250 to 500 pounds of meat a day. He — 
oned that they averaged a loss of $5 a day 
by the shut own. In some of the retail 
shops “ chuck" steak, which had been sell- 
ing at 12% cents a pound, dropped in price 
to 10 cents. The wholesale price dropped 
from 9 to 8 cents. 

According to the strike leaders yesterday, 
while 3,000 men went originally on strike 
here, all but 1,100 had obtained work with 
independent firms, who would go back to 
the big houses.

_ PLAN FOR PARTY REFORM 


States, He Declares, Should Own 
the Railroads. 


FAVORS AN INCOME TAX 


Also Government Control of Telegraphs, 
Abolition of Private Monopoly, and 
Popular Election of Fed- 


eral Judges. 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 21.—W. J. Bryan's 
plan for the reformation of the Democracy 
was made public to-day. In it Mr. Bryan 
favors radical changes, but advocates the 
election of Judge Parker for President as 
@ good beginning. He declares for State 
ownership of railroads, Government control 
of telegfaphs, and abolishment of private 
monopoly, and favors the income tax and 
election of Federal Judges by the people. 
Mr. Bryan says in part: 

“My selection as standard-bearer of the 
Democratic Party in 1896 and again in 1900 
made me the nominal leader of that party, 
and as such I did not feel at liberty to 
engraft new doctrines upon the party 
creed. I contented myself with the defense 
of those principles and policies which were 
embodied in the platform. 

*“‘Now that the leadership deyolves upon 
another, and I bear only the responsibility 
that each citizen must bear, namely, the 
responsibility for my own opinions, my 
utterances and my conduct, I am free to 
undertake a work which until now I have 
avoided, namely, the work of organizing 
the radical and progressive element in the 
Democratic Party. 

“The money question is for the present 
in abeyance. The production has lessened 
the strain ypon the dollar, and while bi- 
metallism is as sound in theory as it ever 
was, the necessity for it is not so apparent. 

‘But while the people cannot be brought 
at this time to consider the various phases 
of the money question, they can be brought 
to consider certain other questions with 
which the Democratic Party must deal. I 
have heretofore refused to take a position 
upon the question of Government ownership 
of railroads, first, because I had not until 
recently studied the subject, and, second, 
because the question had not been reached. 

‘Recent events have convinced me that 
the titme is now ripe for the presentation 
of this question. Consolidation after con- 
solidation has taken place, until a few men 
now control the railroad traffic of the 
country and defy both the legislative and 
executive power of the Nation. I invite the 
Democrats, therefore, to consider a plan for 
the Government ownership and operation of 
the railroads. 

“The plan usually suggested is for the 
purchase of these roads by the Federal 
Government. This plan, it seems to me, is 
more objectionable than a plan which in- 
volves the ownership and operation of these 
roads by the several States. To put the rail- 
roads in the hands of the Federal Gove¥n- 
ment would mean an enormous centraliza- 
tion of power. It would give to the Fed- 
eral Government a largely increased influ- 


ence over the citizen and the citizen's af- 
fairs, and such centralization is not at all 
necessary. 

“The several States can own and operate 
the railroads within their borders just as 
effectively as it can be done by the Fed- 
eral Government, and if it is done by the 
States the objection based upon the fear of 
centralization is entirely answered. A board 
composed of representatives from the va- 
rious States could deal with the joint traf- 
fic of the various lines. 

“If the Federal Government had the rail- 
roads to build there would be a constant 
warring between different sections to secure 
a fair share of the new building and devel- 
opment, but where this is left toe the State 
the veople in each State can decide what 
railroads they desire to build up or to buy. 

“While the Democratic Party in the Na- 
tie , is advocating the Government. owner- 
s.. § of railroads, the Democratic Party in 
the cities should upon the same theory 
espouse the cause of municipal ownership 
of municipal franchises. 

““We have also reached a time when the 
Post Office Department should embrace a 
telegraph system as well as a mail system. 

.“The telegraph lines do not reach as 
many people as the railroads do, and, while 
the abuses of private ownership have not 
been so open and notorious, yet there is no 
reason why this Nation should not do 
what other nations are doing in this respect, 

“The private monopoly must be_ de- 
stroyed. The Democratic platform adopt- 
ed at Kansas City declared the private 
monopoly to be indefensible and into‘era- 
ble. 

“The Democratic Party has in two cam- 
paigns stood for an income tax. The plank 
was omitted this year because the men in 
control of the party thought it would jeop- 
ardize success in the Eastern States. This 
objection may have weight when the ap- 
peal is made to a particular section and to 
the wealthy men of that section, but it 
cannot have weight when the party goes 
forth, as it must ultimately do, to appeal 
to the masses. 

“The contest above outlined must be 
made whether the party wins in November 
or not. A single election is but an inci- 
dent in the life of a party. For more than 
a century the Democratic Party has stood 
forth as the representative of certain great 
ideas. Jefferson founded it, Jackson de- 
fended it, and even Cleveland could not 
destroy it. If Mr. Parker is elected, his 
Administration will rid us of imperialism 
and of the threat of a race issue and give 
us greater freedom in the taking up of 
economic questions.”’

Gov. Odell and Elihu Root met yesterday. 
When .Goy. Odell was asked last night 
what he thought about the boom of Mr.

PEDDLERS RUSH FOR STANDS. 


Commissioner Woodbury, with Keno 
Wheel, Allots Places Under Bridge. 


All the bustle and excitement incidental 
to the t ying open for settlement of some 
Gover ent reservation out West was no- 
ticeable on the lower east side during the 
early morning hours yesterday when the 
“Woodbury Free Fruit and Vegetable 
Market’”’ was established under the new 
Williamsburg Bridge, where from now on it 
will share quarters with the Woodbury 
Free Fish Market. ; 

The establishment of the free vegetable 
mart marks a new step in Commissioner 
Woodbury’s efforts to remove the foodstu:f 
peddlers from the east side streets, where 
they have impeded traffic and seriously in- 
terfered with the efforts of the department 
to maintain the streets in a clean and sani- 
tary condition. The Commissioner is pro- 
jecting a similar market somewhere near 
Centre Street for the Greek and Italian 
peddiers, and gradually will extend his plan 
to other parts of the city. 

To provide permanent quarters for this 
brand of east side trade the whole space 
under the new bridge structure for the en- 
tire three blocks between Ridge and Pitt, 
Sheriff and Columbia and Columbia and 
Cannon Streets has been allotted. The fish 
market occupies the space between Pitt and 
Sheriff Streets. The whole area where the 
markets are located has been paved with 
asphalt. It is already lighted with elec- 


tricity, and will be inclosed so as to pro- 
vide shelter against rain and cold. 

On the aspnalt pavement 48 square 
each designed to accommodate one - 
dier's stand, have been marked of1. Neariy 
all of them were taken within two hours 
yesterday morning. 

The east side streets adjoining the new 
market were thronged with pushcart ped- 
dliers and curiosity seekers an hour before 
the time set for the allotment. Promptly 
at 7:30 o’clock two big Street Cleaning De- 
partment trucks drove up. On one of these 
was an office desk, with a keno layout and 
several chairs. The gambling apparatus 
had been loaned to Commissioner Wood- 
bur rf the police, who had seized it in a 
raid. On the other truck were two push- 
carts which had been seized in the early 
morning and had been taken along to serve 
as an object lesson. 

The applicants filed up to the Commis- 
sioner, to whom they exhibited their citi- 
zens’ papers and their licenses. Commis- 
sioner Woodbury then twirled the keno 
box and pressed the spring that released 
the numbered marble. The number wags 
entered on the applicant’s license paper, 
his name was entered upon the Commis- 
sioner’s list, and the erstwhile pushcart 
peddler had undergone a transformation 
and become a vegetable merchant, with a 
fixed place of business. 

Almost a thousand peddlers in the district 
will of necessity have to go without a 
stand in the new market, for, despite the 
representations of Commissioner Woodbury, 
the License Bureau for weeks has kept on 
issuing permits to all applicants... All 
these men have = the city $4 each for 
their licenses, and what good these will do 
them, now that. Commissioner Woodbury 
is determined to drive them from the 
strects, is difficult to see. There was a 
good deal of angry muttering on this ac- 
ceunt in the mob that had gathered about 
the bridge yesterday morning. 

Trouble was also caused by a small con- 
tingent of Greek and Italian peddlers from 
Mulberry Street, who seemed to come to 
the scene for no other purpose -than that 
of creating a disturbance. They actually 
succeeded in prevailing upon about fifty or 
so of the east side peddlers to break away 
from the line of applicants, and they car- 
ried them away, shouting defiance at Com- 
missioner Woodbury as they went. 

One peddlers’ organization has decided 
not to apply for stands under the Williams- 
burg Bridge, and its members are taking 
active steps to oppose the Commissioner 
in his efforts to drive the peddlers from 
the streets. Its title is the New York 
Peddlers’ Benevolent Association, of which 
Gabriel Buchholz of 215 Rivington ‘Street 
is President. It has about 1, ‘members. 
A delegation from the -associati called 
upon Alderman Porges yesterduy/ and, it 
is understood, was told that Commissioner 
Woodbury had no authority’ whatever to 
bar them from plying their trade in the 
streets. They are preparing to engage 
counsel and get out an injunction against 
the Commissioner, and will hold an indignas 
tion meeting on Sunday afternoon at 66 
Sheriff Street.

Passage of a Law Making Lobbying a 
Felony Favored—Demand Legis- 
lation Against Bribery. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 21.~—The 
Democratic State Convention adjourned 
late this afternoon after nominating the 
following ticket:

The nomination of Folk was made at 3:30 
o'clock this morning, after an all-night 
session marked by intervals of disorder and 
commotion that could not be quelled by 
the gavel. The convention then adopted a 
platform which promises vigorous, unre- 
lenting crusade against corruption, and 
just as the day was breaking adjourned 
until 10 o'clock this morning. 

When the convention met to-day the 
ticket was completed. State Senutor Thom- 
as L. Rubey was nominated by acclamation 
for Lieutenant Governor. All the other 
nominations, except that of Railroad ani 
Warehouse Commissioner, were inade on 
the first ballot. The contest for Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioner was spirited 
and required three ballots before the nom- 
ination was decided. 

Judge W. N. Evans of Howell County 
was elected Chairman of the State Central 
Committee, and Judge Robert H. Kern of 
Macon and Col. Moses C. W. Elmore of St. 
Louis were chosen for Presidential Electors. 

The platform, which was adopted by a 
resounding viva voce vote, affirms the plat 
form adopted by the Democratic National 
Convention at St. Louis July 8, 1904; de- 
clares in favor of the initiative and refer- 
endum, the State primary, protection alike 
of capital and labor, sanctity of the ballot, 
good roads, home rule, and urged the strict 
enforcement of the constitutional provision 
and statutory enactment prohibiting the 
acceptance by public officials of free rail- 
road transportation. 

United States Senator Francis M. Cock- 
rell was heartily indorsed for re-election. 

On the subject of bribery, the eradication 
of which is declared the paramount issue 
of the Democratic Party in Missouri, thé 
platform says, in part: 

““We hereby declare unremitting warfare 
against corruption, and pledge the Demo- 
cratig Party to hit corruption, and hit it 
hard; whether in our own ranks or in the 
ranks of the opposition party. The decree 
has gone forth that there is no room in the 
Democratic Party for boodlers. We repu- 
diate their support, and do not want their 
votes. We invite such as are masquerad- 
ing under the cloak of the Democratic 
Party to bolt, and propose to make them 
bolt not only the party, but the State. 

“The mistemeanor punishment now in 
force being entirely inadequate to the 
enormity of the offense, we advocate law 
compelling witnesses to bribery transac- 
tions to testify and relieving them of pros- 
ecution by reason of any testimony they 
may give. ; 

‘“We favor the passage of laws making 
null and void all franchises obtained by 
bribery. We believe the Statute of Lim- 
itations in bribery cases Should be made 
five years. 

‘We demand the prompt investigation 
of all rumors of bribery and the-prosecu- 
tion of effenders, no matter to what politi- 
cal party they claim to belong. 

“We believe a statute should be en- 
acted authorizing the Governor through 
the Attorney General to take charge of 
any Grand Jury in the State for the pur- 
pose of investigating corruption or any 
violation of the laws, 

“We favor the passage of laws making 
professional lobbying in the Legislature a 


felony. 
** We pledge the Governor elected on our 


ticket to pratect all interests from sand- 
bag measures, to see that equal and exact 
justice is done to all and special privi- 
leges given to none.”

FOUR CHOICES WERE FIRST 


Black Death Captured the Selling 
Steeplechase at Brighton Beach 
from a Fair Field. 


To John J. Ryan, promoter of turf in- 
vestment enterprises and outlaw race 
tracks, and professional backer of race 
horses, visitors at the Brighton Beach track 
yesterday were indebted for the absorbing 
sensation of the afternoon, placing to the 
credit of Plunger Ryan a big winning over 
the victory of his three-year-old gelding 
Monster, in the single stake of the day, 
the July, selling, at one mile and a six- 
teenth. 

Estimates of the Ryan winnings varied 
so greatly that it became the privilege of 
each estimator to believe in his own figures. 

After Monster, favored by every chance 
of racing, had managed to get to the win- 
ning post first for the July Stakes, horse-

BOBADIL’S UNWEIGHED HOOD. 


Addition to Horse’s Equipment Caused 
Protest from Bettors. 


The presence of a hood on the head of J. A. 
Drake's horse Bobadil, when that colt ran for 
the July Stakes, selling, at Brighton Beach yes- 
terday, when no hood was included in the list 
of tackle recorded by the clerk of the scales 
as the equipment of Jockey Sperling, who rode 
Bobadil, caused quite a breeze of protesting 
argument among betting racegoers, and though 
the rules of The Jockey Club prescribe plainly 
that The Jockey Club takes no cognizance of 
bets, the same betting men warmed up over a 
proposition to ask some measure of protection 
for their wagers from The Jockey Club, by hav- 


ing the rules regarding the weighing of tackle 
enforced. The case was in direct violation of 
the rules of racing, which, under Section 88, 
Part 13, make provision as follows: 

“If a horse run in a hood, muzzle, martin- 
gale, breastplate, or clothing, it must be put 
on the scale and included in the jockey’s 
weight.” 

Trainer Wishard was notified by the clerk 
of the scales that if he wished his horse to 
wear a hood after his jockey had weighed 
without the hood, he ought to ask permission 
of the Stewards. The trarner thought that 
such a reqhest was not necessary, and the hood 
Was put on Bobadil without further parley. 
As if to draw special attention to the omission 
of the hood,when Sperling weighed, the owner 
of Bobadil foacked him heavily, and the hood 
was suppoged to have influenced his running 
to such an extent that he ran much the best 
horse in the race and fought out with the 
winner after being practically left at the post. 
There were some among the protesting betting 
men who declared that the omission was by de- 
sign, to secure better betting against Bobadil. 


WIND FAILS THE YACHTS. 


Eleven Out of Forty Starters Finish in 
Larchmont W ek Series. 


The day’s racing as a part of “ Larch- 
mont week” was a failure yesterday for 
want of wind. Out of forty yachts that 


started only eleven finished. 

The big auxiliary schooners Atlantic and 
Vergemere went off in a light breeze with 
all kites flying, but could not cover half 
the course. The Atlantic made a magnifi- 
cent pictures as She went over the line 
with mizzen and main topmast balloon 
staysails and balloon jibtopsail set. The 
Vergemere contented herself with a work- 
ing main topmast staysail, but her balloon 
jibtopsail was fully as imposing as that of 
the Atlantic. Their course was a triangle, 
of which the first leg extended to the Cow 
Buoy off Shippan Point, but neither reached 
that mark.

The 
Neola was fifty-one minutes behind.

‘promise of a freshening breeze from the 
south. That promise, however, was de- 
lusive, and only a few of them were able 
to finish.

The manner in which the strike in the 
packing houses has ended furnishes the 
best possible proof that it was wholly 
unnecessary and should never have been 
begun.

To partially regain the advantages 
they surrendered and get what was of- 
fered them, the men have lost the wages 
of elght and a half days. Naturally they 
are not well satisfied, but they could 
scarcely expect to be. The public has 
paid a pretty heavy tax meanwhile, but 
it has learned something as to the un- 
safety of dependence upon the so-called 
Beef Trust which may be worth what it 
has cost. To the fact that it was learn- 
ing to6é much and too rapidly the abrupt 
ending of the strike is perhaps attribu- 
table. 


THE RIGHT OF SEARCH. 

It will be observed that the British 
Government by no means partakes the 
precipitation of its advisers in the press 
in respect to the questions raised by the 
seizure of the Malacca. As at once the 

reatest naval Power and the greatest 
commercial Power in the world, it be- 
hooves Great Britain to act with ex- 
treme circumspection in setting prece- 
dents. Upon questions affecting the re- 
spective rights of belligerents and neu- 
trals upon the high seas, it is safe to 
say that no British Government, of any 
party, will devote itself to the construc- 
tion of boomerangs. 

The greatest judicial authority that 
ever was on this class of questions, Lord 
STOWELL, has laid it down that: “ The 
right of visiting and searching ships on 
the high seas, whatever be the ships, 
whatever be the cargoes, whatever be 
the destinations, is an incontestable right 
| of the lawfully commissioned ship of a 
belligerent nation,” and he goes on to 


| give the reasons why this must be so, 


The searcher is entitled to examine the 
Ship’s papers. But he is not concluded 
by them. In case of reasonable suspi- 
cion that the cargo consists of contra- 
band of war destined for the military 
use of the nation with which his own is 
it is his duty to detain the ves- 
sel for the decision of a prize court. 

It will be seen, then, that the whole 
question at issue is the status of the cap- 
turing ship, the Petersburg. If she was, 


commissioned ship of a belligerent na- 
tion,”’ then all her procedures with ref- 
erence to the Malacca were quite regular 
and unexceptionable. There is no occa- 
sion at all to talk about “an insult to 
the British flag.’’ There is nothing for 
the aggrieved owners and passengers 
and shippers to do but to await the de- 
cision of the Russian prize court, and to 
cousole themselves with the demurrage 
that will be awarded to them if the ship 
is decided to have been wrongfully seized 
and not lawful prize. 

But it is vehemently denied that the 
Petersburg was a “lawfully commis- 
sioned ship of a belligerent nation,” and 
so that she had a right to do what a 
Russian man-of-war, passing from the 
Baltic, the Atlantic, and the Mediterra- 
nean into the Red Sea would undoubted- 
ly have had a right to do. But is not the 
status of the Petersburg precisely one 
of the questions upon which the prize 
court may be called upon to pass, and 
upon which it is the only authority that 
can be peacefully invoked? She has 
passed from the Black Sea through the 
Dardanelles and the canal into the Red 
Sea. If she had passed the straits as an 
armed vessel, as a Russian man-of-war, 
she would have passed them in violation 
of a treaty. She did pass them as a ves- 
sel of the Russian Volunteer Fleet, and 
apparently in the face of a British pro- 
test, which the Russian press assures us 
has been filed, and disregarded, when- 
ever one of the vessels of that fleet has 
been allowed to escape from the Black 
Sea to the Mediterranean. That Great 
Britain has done nothing to enforce her 
protests seems to be cited by the Rus- 
sian press as a reason why Russia 
should disregard them. Of course this 
view has no justification. Great Britain 
has been saving her rights by formal 
protests in cases in which her interests 
were not involved, with the expectation 
of backing and vitalizing her protests 
when her interests should come to be in- 
volved. And that occasion has now 
arisen. 

That the Petersburg was irregularly 
and wrongfully in the Red Sea as a ship 
of war hardly seems to admit of ques- 
tion. The question seems to be whether 
the irregularity of her arrival there af- 
fected her status after she did arrive. 
But this question also is one for judicial 
decision. If it be true and is established 
that the only contraband on board was a 
consignment of naval stores for the 
British station at Hongkong, the Malacca 
will, presumably, be released at once, 
with damages to the aggrieved persons. 
But if it is made out that she had on 
board contraband destined for Japan, 
the only plea her owners can urge 
against condemnation is that she was 
not regularly captured by a vessel “ law- 
fully commissioned " to make such cap- 
ture. And this is evidently and eminent- 
ly a question for the determination of 
the prize court. 

It is true, as we have before pointed 
out, that a Russian prize court does not 
command confidence in its impartiality. 
The lack of confidence in Russian tribu- 
nals in general has been increased of 
late by the fact that the Russian mem- 
ber of The Hague Tribunal allowed him- 
self, and was allowed by his colleagues 
without protest, to inject a stump speech 
against Japan into the proceedings of 
that tribunal. But of course the Brit- 
ish Government is bound to assume that 
a Russian prize court will be as impar- 
tial as all the world would in the like 
case believe a British prize court would 
be. It is impossible to see how the Rus- 
sian Government can consent to with- 
draw the case of the Malacca from the 
court to which it now goes for decision 
in the usual course. It is difficult to see 
how the British Government can even 


chantman without takitig steps to ascer* 
tain whether the capture was or was not 
lawful. Any forcible resistance to the 
submission of the case to the proper 
tribunal would be a naked act of war. 
Whatever moral justification it might 
have, it would be without dolor of le- 
gality. 


OUR WATER SUPPLY. 

It indicates a singular and almost in- 
credible indifference to the public inter- 
est on the part of those constituting the 
present administration that it becomes 
necessary for such bodies as the City 
Club, the Manufacturers’ Association, the 
Citizens’ Union, the Brooklyn League, 
the Flatbush Association, the New York 
Board of Fire Underwriters, the Internal 
Trade and Improvements Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation 
to join in formally memorializing the 
Mayor, as Chairman of the Board of Hs- 
timate and Apportionment, respecting 
the danger of procrastination in the mat- 
ter of increasing the supply of water for 
New York. That such a memorial has 
been prepared and presented may at 
least serve as a reminder that an urgent 
public duty is neglected, and that if the 
public interest is permitted to suffer for 
such neglect it will not be difficult to 
fix the responsibility to the political dis- 
advantage of those responsible. 

The memorial referred to recites no 
new facts, but it presents its facts brief- 
ly and clearly, and in a form intelligible 
to the average citizen. The consumption 
of water in Manhattan and the Bronx in 
1903 was about 270,000,000 gallons per 
day. The safe yield of the Croton shed 
above the new dam during dry years is 
from 270,000,000 to 288,000,000 gallons 
per day. Until the new dam is com- 
pléted we shall not have storage capac- 
ity for even that much An ordinary 
drought, such as we had in 1890 and 
1898, and may have any year, would cut 
the available supply of Croton under 
present conditions down to 250,000,000 
gallons or less, and show an actual 
shortage on current consumption of 20,- 
000,000 to “25,000,000 gallons a day. 
What this would mean to New York in 
crippled industries, hampered trade, an 
increased death rate, and general dis- 
comfort need not be recounted in detail. 
The completion of the Cornell Dam and 
Jerome Park Reservoir would maintain 
the supply in a dry year only at the avy- 
erage level of the 1903 consumption, The 
increase in the consumption of Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx from year to year is 
represented by about 7,000,000 gallons 
per day. These are startling figures, but 
they are correct and unanswerable. The 
estimated consumption of the two bor- 
oughs over 1903 for the succeeding five 
years is:

In this we are confronted by a condi- 
tion, not a theory. The outlook for 
Brooklyn, Queens, and Richmond is 
equally serious. Water from a new 
source cannot be brought to New York 
in less than five years, if the greatest 
industry and enterprise are shown in 
doing what must be done. The summing 
up of the memorial is as follows: 

The city’s dire need of more water is 
known. The available sources of additional 
supply are known. A commission of three 
of the most competent and best equipped 
experts in the country has reported com- 
plete and thoroughly worked out plans. 
which, if carried out intelligently, will 
within the shortest possible time bring these 
sources within reach of the city, and fur- 
nish an adequate supply to every one of its 
boroughs. The city has ample legal power 
to begin work at once. 

This is to the point. It cannot be an- 
swered, but Tammany does not usually 
find itself impressed with the duty of 
answering for its derelictions. If action 
can be postponed long enough and the 
public need become great enough, per- 
haps the Ramapo job can be successfully 
revived, and in that there will be “‘ some- 
thing for the boys.’’ Only the public in- 
terest would be served by following the 
plans of the Burr-Hering-Freeman com-

mission. No one believes that the Mayor, 


is allied with this conspiracy for his own 
advantage, but he will need to display 
a great deal of force of character and 
determination to escape the suspicion 
that he is at least the victim of influ- 
ences which for personal advantage 
would willingly discredit his administra- 
tion. 

If steps were taking to stop leakage 
and waste, and to meter all consump- 
tion, public and private, the argument 
that the present supply could be made 
sufficient for many years to come 
would have a substantial basis in fact. 
But such steps are not being taken, nor 
are they seriously proposed. We are 
drifting toward a water famine, and the 
administration which permits this will 
be remembered with anything but grati- 
tude by the people of New York. 

/THE PUSHCART NUISANCE. 

The decision of the Mayor to refuse the 
issue of new pushcart licenses on appli- 
cation until after the first of September 
is commendable and indicates that he is 
moving in the right direction. We hope 
he will see good reason between this and 
Sept. 1 to issue new orders to his license 
bureau as to sifting applications and de- 
manding better reason for conferring the 
privilege of obstructing the streets than 
that the applicants want such privilege 
for reasons of their own. Meanwhile, we 
learn from inquiry at the license bureau 
that licenses for pushcarts and other 
forms of peddling which expire currently 
are being renewed with little or no in- 
vestigation. It would be to the public in- 
terest that all such applications for re- 
hewal be critically investigated, and 
if.the holder of the license has abused 


his privilege or been arrested and fined 
for Violation of the city ofdinances, and 
especially if this has happened more than 
once during the past year, that such re- 
newal be refused. In this way the num- 
ber of outstanding licenses might be re- 
duced 40 or 60 per cent., without injus- 
tice to any one, 

As the résult of the effort about to be 
made by the Street Cleaning Commis- 
sioner to drive the pushcarts off the 
streets and concentrate them in the new 
market place under the arches of the 
Williamsburg Bridge and at such other 
places as may be provided for them, 
there will be a great deal of trading in 
such privileges and thousands of licenses 
will be sold or leased by present holders 
who have no other use for them than to 
anchor their carts in front of their places 
of business and thus occupy both sides 
of the sidewalk with a show of merchan- 
dise. This will give opportunity for the 
cancellation of many licenses found to 
have been thus transferred, of which it is 
t> be hoped advantage will be taken. 

We deem it our duty to put the Mayor 
on his guard against a threatened dan- 
ger of which he may not have had no- 
tice. As the result of displacing the 
pushcarts from their locations in front 
of the shops of the traders who own 
them there will be an onslaught upon the 
Aldermen for permits to occupy spaces 
within the stoop line. Such permits, 
which will cover either newspapers and 
periodicals or soda water, will be under-+ 
stood by those receiving them equally to 
cover every form of merchandise. Per- 
manent booths will be built, entrances 
will be choked, basement windows closed, 
and conditions created which will be in 
the highest degree inimical to the public 
health and to the proper use of the side- 
walks, The Mayor is under no obliga- 
tion to grant such licenses unless he sees 
fit so to do. He can control the matter 
as the public interest may demand, and 
with his present knowledge of the sub- 
ject he does not need to be reminded that 
New York has outgrown the primitive 
conditions which ‘perhaps permitted 
street trading on a limited scale. No 
public interest is served by surrendering 
the streets and sidewalks of the city to 
private uses. They are not wide enough 
for the traffic they are designed to ac- 
commodate as it is. 
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IN RESTRAINT OF PICKETING. 

The Superior Court of Cook County, 
Illinois, Judge Hancry presiding, has 
handed down an injunction restraining 
the members of certain lodges of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists 
from picketing the plants of some twen- 
ty members of the Chicago Metal Trades 
Association. This is said to be the most 
stringent injunction of the kind ever 
granted, and goes so far as to forbid 
strikers and their sympathizers talking 
to workmen against their will. 

It may be expected that this injunction 
will be denounced by labor leaders as an 
outrageous interference with the right 
of free speech and peaceable persuasion. 
In view of this probability it is well to 
remember what picketing has come to 
mean, This was very well illustrated at 
St. Paul during the meat strike. The 
strikers learned that the plant of the 
Swift Packing Company was running 
with a small force, and concluded that 
the office staff had been employed in the 
shambles; whereupon they established 
around the works a guard which they 
called a picket, and refused to allow any 
one to enter, officers and clerks includ- 
ed. The Sheriff took through the lines 
some twenty-five persons on the plea 
that the machinery must be looked after, 
but the pickets became so threatening 
that he refused to perform this service 
further. It was an effective blockade, 
and was what the labor leaders consider 
practical picketing. 

We doubt if Judge Hancry’s injunc- 
tion forbids the doing of anything which 
in the circumstances a man has the right 
to do. Whether a striker says: “ Get out 
of here, or I'll break every bone in your 
body,” or says, “‘My dear erring broth- 
er, if you persist in a course so inimical 
to the interests of labor, I fear some im- 
pulsive person, unrestrained by good 
judgment, .will feel called upon to do to 
you that which will require your retire- 
ment to a huspital for general repairs,” 
makes very little difference. One may be 
as serious a threat as the other and as 
much a violation of the rights of the per- 
son addressed to earn his living by his 
labor on conditions satisfactory to him- 
self. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES.’ 


—As Mr. JOHN HOLLAND, the inventor of 
the submarine boat known by his name, is 
known to have a practical knowledge of 
mechanics, and is not known to be a prac- 
tical joker who would intentionally lead 
astray his fellow-men, there is much diffi- 
culty in deciding how to take the remarks 
credited to him yesterday on the subject 
of aerial navigation and his expectation of 
gratifyine. in the near future, humanity’s 
ancient desire to add to its other achieve- 
ments the conquest of the air. For in this 
interview Mr. HOLLAND 1s quotea as fom- 
ising soon to put on the market a neat, 
small, and inexpensive contrivance which, 
with no other motor than wings flapped 
by human muscles, will enable the 
owner of the muscles to fly where he will! 
“Tt is a perfectly simple problem,”’ said, or 
is said to have said, Mr. HoLttanp, “ For 
individuals to fly through the air will be 
easier and safer than riding bicycles, and 
it will all be in accordance with natural 
laws. There is no reason why a human 


being should not be able to fly through the. 


air the same as a bird with the same acces- 
sories.”” That is all familiar enough. We 
have in past years received dozens of let- 
ters making the same statements, but they 
did not come from men with Mr. HoLLanp’s 
record of success in the manipulation of 
materials and forces, and we regarded them 
with an amusement slightly tinged with 
pity that anybody should be wasting time 
and money over ideas so absolutely hope- 
less. In Mr. HOLLAND’s case, presumably, 
the amusement can be emphasized and the 
pity elided. Surely, he has no delusion 
that wings are all that man lacks for suc- 
cessful rivairy with the birds—with creat- 
ures, that is, the whole structure of which 
1s both subordinated and adapted to the one 
purpose of flight. Birds do not fly with 


their wines they ‘fly with the whole of 
their bodies, and the flying ability of the 
different species is in direct proportion 
to the inability of each to do the things 
done by animals of which the attention has 
been turned in other directions. It is just 
conceivable that artificial wings could en- 
able @ man to get through the air in some 
such clumsy, perilous, and exhausting way 
as he gets through the water in a life pre- 
server, but it is the most solemn of cer- 
tainties that as he does his real navigating 
of the sea with something else than fins 
and a tail. so, if he ever navigates the air, it 
will be with something else than wings. 


——We venture again to suggest to the 
Weather Bureau officials that they are 
neglecting a simple, easy, and inexpensive 
means of bringing their enormously valua- 
ble work into closer relation to himan feel- 
ings and so winning more of the popular 
appreciation which would so much aid them 
in getting needed increase of their facili- 
ties. The bureau each day tells us what 
were the temperature, humidity, and wind 
speed of the day before. That is well, but 
it is rare that more than the temperature 
gets before the people, and, as everybody 
knows by experience, two days may have 
the same temperature for a thermometer 
and very different temperatures so far as 
the sensations of living creatures are con- 
cerned, This truth has been particularly 
well illustrated in the past few days, dur- 
ing which the thermometer range in the 
daylight hours has been comparatively 
small, but we are all aware that on some 
of these days life here has not been worth 
living, while on others it was delightful. 
All the difference, of course, has been due, 
on the one hand, to high humidity and 
still air, that made the heat,a torture, and, 
on the other, to low humidity and lively 
breezes, that rendered the same heat dis- 
tinctly enjoyable, Now, why cannot the 
Weather Bureau give us for certain hours 
of each day a figure, founded on tempera- 
ture, but modified by the degrees of hu- 
midity, the velocity of the wind, and possi- 
bly by the barometric pressure, allofing to 
each an increasing or decreasing value in 
ratio, with its effect in making the tempera- 
ture seem higher or lower? Of course it 
can, if it chooses, for, supplied with the re- 
sults of a few careful experiments, any 
mathematician accustomed to such opera- 
tions could make a formula for getting the 
desired figure or index, and then we would 
have something that really meant some- 
thing. Similar devices are the common- 
places of every science, and they are of 
great utility in giving at a glance the com- 
bined result of several varying and conflict- 
ing factors, 


——Those rather tiresome people who are 
always worrying themselves—and others— 
over the noises that accompany the ordi- 
nary conduct of human life, ate sure to 
make much of the story from New Ro- 
chelle of a man who was killed outright 
by the nighly clamors raised in a picnic 
ground across the road from his house. 
“That shows you'”’ they will exclaim, and 
then they will run on at great length about 
their own tortures from nolses they con- 
sider unnecessary, and they will bring for- 
ward, too, a lot of high medical authority 
in support of their claim that the closest 
possible approach to absolute silence is 
necessary if life is to be either long or 
endurable, Which is not all nonsense, but 
mostly. As a matter of fact, about the 
quickest of all ways tc drive a man mad 
isto put him in a place where he cannot 
hear a single sound. Normal nerves are 
extremely tolerant of accustomed noises, 
even when violent, and sensitiveness to 
noise is in large measure a matter of self- 
control. Those who, being in fairly good 
health, are irritated by noises suffer sim- 
ply because they have voluntarily and ha- 
bitually given expression to slight irrita- 
tions, and so developed them into big ones. 
It is just as easy to develop indifference by 
refusing expression to the slight irritations, 
and the end is a vast increase of happi- 
ness. That our cities are unreasonably 
and harmfully noisy is probably true, but 
certainly true is it that unreasonable and 
unnecessary fuss is made about the noise, 
and that its victims are far less numerous 
than the voluble neurasthenics so vehe- 
mently proclaim. As for the New Rochelle 
man, the picnickers may have helped him 
to hasten his end, but they can hardly 
have caused it, and they are not his mur- 
derers. Apparently they were well within 
their rights tn having music where they 
did and in talking considerably above a 
whisper when moved to conversation. 


——That Mrs. CARRIE NATION can be 
taught to mend her manners and attend to 
her own affairs by other means than the 
use of physical violence is extremely doubt- 
ful, but, then, it is not especially important 
that she should acquire the instruction 
mentioned, and therefore must one regret, 
for several reasons, that she was knocked 
down in Louisville, Ky., by a young man 
from whose mouth she had twice struck a 
cigarette. Her hehavior v.as offensive and 
impudent, but the young man won no 
glory either for himself or his State. He 
must be, on the ogntrary, a pretty poor 
specimen of the Kentuckian, to maintain 
so vigorously and against such an assail- 
ant a right of such trivial importance. As 
in the case of lynching, one condemns the 
act without sympathizing with the victim 
of it. 


THINKS POLICE OVERPAID. 


Eight-Hour System Expensive to the 
Taxpayers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter of J. C. Firestein in this day’s 
Times hits the nail on the head about the 
police and city employes. I had an experi- 
ence recently in looking for a policeman, and 
could not find one. 

The police are not to blame, as there are 
not enough policemen to patrol the city. 
In Harlem the burglary insurance com- 
panies are raising rates. The public will 
find this eight-hour system for policemen 
expensive if kept up. ‘ 

Keep more men employed at less salary. 
This is what should be done. Public em- 
ployes are the most exorbitantly paid and 
werk fewer hours than men in mercentile 
houses, The civil service laws give them a 
life jot—which is impossible in a business 
house—full pay for sickness, holidays, Sat- 
urdays at 12 all the year. Three months in 
the year city offices close at 2 every after- 
noon, He is right in opposing a pension 
at the expense of the taxpayers. 

The politicians are very generous with 
the money of the taxpayers. Are they so 
with their own business?

T AUTO BLACKMAIL NOT CHARGED 


R. B. Roosevelt Denies Remarks Credit- 
' ed to Him—His Views. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There is a mistake in your article quot- 
ing me on the subject of arrests for speed- 
ing autos on Long Island. I have not spok- 
en for publication at all, and am utterly at 
a loss to know how the article originated. 

I never charged nor in any way suggested 
the charge of blackmail against the con- 
stables. I know of nothing whatever justi- 
fying such a charge. It may be questiona- 
ble whether the Supervisors should offer a 
reward to persons who will testify that the 
speed limit is exceeded. That comes s0 
close to paying witnesses that it may be 
impreper, but it is not blackmail. 

I am very strongly opposed to reckless 
driving either of autos or horses, but I 
know of no law which authorizes a Judge, 
a constable, or any other man to shoot or 
stone a person for so doing, which has 
lately been threatened, done, or attempted. 
A movement has been started to include 
automobilists in a division of the League 
of American Wheelmen, so that they will 
have an organized body of 50,000 men be- 
hind them on the very start, and then it 
won't be so pleasant to annoy them. 

Of course the innocent suffer for the 
guilty; they always have; but it seems to 
me very undesirable to drive automobilists 
from Long Island. That will cause a large 
material loss, for many residents, and, 
above all, Summer residents, can as well go 
to New England, where they are treated 
with intelligent consideration. No one could 
have been more careful or more consider- 
ate than my family have been, and the 
public does not take into consideration the 
anxiety of the driver of the machine, espe- 
cially when he sees a child in the road 
ahead of him, and more especially when 
that child insists upon darting or dancing 
in front of the machine in play. 

Let us be reasonable on both sides in 
treating this beneficial and health-giving 
invention, for, I believe, an auto has more 
curative properties than even Christian 
Science itself, You cannot always catch 
the reckless speeder, but don’t seize and 
punish the careful driver as an alterna- 
tive.

Disastrous Alpine Year. 
From The London Pall Mall Gazette. 

GENEVA, July 13.—The deathroll in the Alps is 
increasing this year with terrible rapidity, and 
promises to exceed that of any other year of 
which reliable records have been kept. There 
have been already this year no fewer than 160 
deaths, either from avalanches or climbing acci- 
dents, in the Swiss and French Alps. Among the 
most recent victims is M, Dubois, who, in making 
an ascent of great difficulty and danger without 
a guide, accompanied only by a friend, slipped 
and fell, and succumbed to shocking injuries be- 
fore he could be carried down to the hospital. 
Mr. Rooke’s death at Zermatt appears also to 
have been due to an attempted ascent of a diffi- 
cult passage without a guide. At Saentis a Ger- 
man musical. director fell and wag instantly 
killed a few days ago on the Bodmer Alps. Two 
soldiers belonging to an Alpine regiment were 
swept away and killed a week ago near Epierre; 
the accident on the Dolderhorn, due like so many 
others to the absence of a guide, resulted in the 
death of one of the three climbers and such in- 
juries to another that he will probably never be 
able to walk again; another guideless ascent on 
the Wetterhorn ended in the fall and instant 
death of one of a party of Swiss tourists; while 
on Mont Pilatus an Englishman, exploring in 
thin Summer shoes, slipped and fell, landing 
almost unhurt on the very brink of a 200-foot 
sheer drop. Miss Nicholas, a Scottish lady, a 
few days ago fell into a deep crevasse on the 
Mer de Glace at Chamonix, though her fall was 
fortunately arrested, and she escaped with a few 
minor injuries. 


Another Universal Language. 
From The London Globe. 

Never do six months pass by without some at- 
tempt being made to do away with the disad- 
vantages of the diversity of tongues, but so far 
success has not attended any one of them. Strug- 
gle as they may, the inventors of universal lan- 
guages cannot get away from Latin, and the 
latest attempt, that by Prof. Peano of Turin, 
resolves itself into Latin without inflections. 
The professor proposes to do away with cascs, 
numbers, genders, and persons, and also with 
tenses and voices, using the ablative in the case 
of substantives, and the infinitive minus -re or -ri 
for the verbs. In fact, his system is the evolu- 
tion of the Italian tongue carried to its logical 
conclusion. Nearly every one learns Latin more 
or less, and it is difficult to see why the simple 
Latin of the Middle Ages, without any straining 
after Ciceronian elegancies, should not suffice for 
all our international needs, during the few years 
which must pass before all the world speaks 
English.

Made an Issue, Too, Prior to Convention

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POLO CLUBS IN DISPUTE] .- 


Dedham Withdraws Its Entry for 
Championship Tournament. 


_DUE TO BRYN MAWR’S ACTION 


Latter Club Secures Kennedy from 
Philadelphia for its Team—Dates 
Set for the Big Games. 


An unusual state of affairs has occured 
this season in regard to the championship 
polo tournament which will be held during 
the first week in August at the Point Judith 
Country Club, near Narragansett Pier. The 
Dedham Club, near Boston, after having 
made its formal entry, has withdrawn and 
the drawings as made yesterday at the 
office of the Chairman of the Polo As- 
sociation, H. L. Herbert, 15 Church Street, 
show only two entrants for the National 
polo ehampionship, Myopia and Bryn 
Mawr first. 

The entries for the junior champlonship 
closed yesterday and the draw was made. 
Only two teams will meet in this Jesser 
contest, Rockaway and Bryn Mawr second. 
The winner has the privilege of making a 
post entry in the championship ard usual- 
ly accepts the opportunity, so that in all 
probability there will be two competitions 
for the championship, which carries with 
it possession for one year of the gold cup 
given by William Waldorf Astor. 

Dedham’s sudden withdrawal is due sole- 
ly to the fact that the Bryn Mawr first 
team has been permitted to play A. E. 
Kennedy on the team. Whether Kennedy 
should play or was not to play has caused 
considerable agitation in the Executive 
Board of, the Polo Association, It is 
claimed by the Dedham Club that Kennedy 
gave no intimation that he would leave the 
Philadelphia Country Club, his regular polo 
organization, and transfer his membership 
to Bryn Mawr by May 15, the date set by 
the Polo Association when members must 
declare any change of club in order to be 
eligible as championship competitors. Ken- 
nedy’s name appears in the latest handi- 
cap list, issued late in June. The Spring 
handicap practically settles all question 
regarding championship eligibles, but it 


was delayed in publication this season. 
Previous to that time Kennedy played en- 
tirely with Philadelphia, ap: earing for that 
club in the late Philadelphia tournaments. 
He has always been identified with that 
club, having been its Captain, and as no 
intimation that he would play with Bryn 
Mawr was made until late in the season, 
the Dedham players brought strong pres- 
sure to bear in the recent Executive Com- 
mittee meetings to have Kennedy declared | 
ineligible. At one meeting there was a tie | 
vote, Chairman Herbert declining to vote. 
Bryn Mawr defended its action by claim- 
ave proper notice of his

Eftorts were made to wring about 
a peaceful solution of this vital polo ques- 
tion, but to no avail. Fach side presented 
its ultimatum, and stuck to it. One or the 
other had to drop out, and, as the commit- 
tee did not consider that it ought to bar 
Kennedy from the team, Dedham sent no- 
tice of its withdrawal. 

This exhibition of polo warfare is deeply 
regretted by all lovers of the game in the 
local district, for so important an event as 
the a it is pointed out, ought, 
on general principles, to have a good entry 
list of the best clubs in the country. In- 
stead, counting the junior champlonship 
entry, only three teams will meet for the 
highest polo honors. 

The point taken by Dedham is in favor of 
a strict construction of the rule which was 
aimed against the migration of players 
without proper notice.

Stocks Continue to Yield for Speculative 
Reasons, Rather Than for More 
Solid Considerations; Which 
Receive Little Attention.

Yesterday’s stock market continued its 
course consistently with general inter- 
pretation of the nature of the present 
reactionary temper, although inconsist- 


ently with the day’s developments. Rus- 


sia is proving more reasonable than Eng- 
land regarding the Malacca’s seizure. It 
is England which is showing nerves, de- 
spite her position of superiority upon 
the argument, and freedom from the an- 
hnoyances of military reverses. It is Rus- 
sia which is showing phlegm and pru- 
dence, although in the wrong and suffer- 
ing from the grip of the teeth of a de- 
spised antagonist upon a tender if not 
vital spdét. Russia’s complaisant and 
yielding temper certainly does’ not end 
the incident, of which Wall Street is like- 
ly*to hear more, but it does lessen pres- 
ent tension, 

The crop news of the day leaves noth- 
ing to be desired, yet the produce and 
cotton markets—as inconsistent as the 
stock market—were both strong. The 
cotton market, although faced with a 
record-breaking yield and with decreased 
consumption through a strike of many 
thousand operatives, is strong because 
oversold, and the foreign deficiency of 
grains is such that no ordinary yield can 
satisfy the export demand or keep down 
the price. Rising staple markets call for 
yielding stock markets, “ind yet prices 
fell on the Stock Exchange all day; be- 
ing generally lower at the close. The 
volume did not increase with the reces- 
sion, but shrunk, this being one of the 
signs indicating renewal of the buying 
mood. The extent of the fall was mod- 
erate, and there were many advances, 
Reading’s being most conspicuous, and, 
it was generally thought, most artificial. 


There seems no convincing reason why ! 


the second preferred should fall as much 
as the common rose if the general wel- 
fare of the property was the stimulating 
impulse. The falls were impartially dis- 
tributed, Amalgamated, the Pacific 
group, and Eries—all leaders of the ad- 
vance—going off together.

LATEST ‘CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Proper Classification of Drinking Sets 
Decided—Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by Gen. T. S. Shar- 
retts the Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday overruled a protest 
by Isaac Bach & Co. of New York, but at 
the same time declared that the Collector 
had erred in his assessment of duty on the 
goods, which were drinking sets, consist- 
ing of glasses and decanters in a metal 
rack, the glasses and decanters being more 
valuable than the racks. On this basis 
the Collector assessed all as blown glass- 
ware at 60 per cent., while the importer 
claimed that they were dutiable at 45 per 
cent. as manufactures of glass not special- 
ly provided for, Gen. Sharretts rules that 
the articles should be separated for pur- 
poses of appraisement, and that the glasses 
are properly dutiable at 60 per cent. and 


the rack at 45 per cent. as manufactures 
of metal. As the importers failed to make 
the right claim, however, the erroneous 
classification stands. 

Gen. Sharretts is also the author of 
two other decisions, one declaring that 
mandolin picks of shell imported by C. B. 
Richard & Co., New York, are dutiable as 
parts of musical instruments at 45 per cent, 
and not at 35 per cent. as manufactures of 
shell. The other declares that tents about 
six feet high and five feet in diameter, 
decorated, are toys at 35 per cent. and not 
manufactures of cotton at 45 per cent.

Within a few days, probably before the 
close of the current week, the Mayor will 
sign the Aldermanic ordinance taking the 
street sprinkling contract out of the hands 
of Commissioner Woodbury and vlacing it 
in the hands of Commissioner Oakley of 
the Department of Water Supply. On this 
the break between the officials may be ex- 
pecte. for Commissioner Woodbury has 
fought this 
step. 

Nor is this the first time the Commis- 
sioner has displeased the Mayor, for his 
Honor did not appreciate it last Winter, 
when Commissioner Woodbury, without 
discussing the matter with anybody, went 
to the Legislature with a bill giving him 
complete control of the street sprinkling 
situation, and which in addition raised the 
salaries of many of the Woodbury ap- 
pointees in the Street Cleaning Department. 
The Mayor promptly vetoed the bill when 
it came to him, and from that moment the 
cordiality that had existed between the 
two men began to wane. In regard +o the 
Woodbury opposition to the present Alder- 
manic street sprinkling ordinance, the May- 
or, it is understood, feels that the Com- 
missioner did not properly acquaint him- 
self with the facts of the case before inau- 
gurating his opposition, and did not con- 
sult either the Mayor pr the Corporation 
Counsel to find out whether he was right 
or not, 

There was a lively session efore the 
Mayor yesterday when he heard arguments 
for.and against the proposed crdinance 
Graft charges were freely bandied, poth 
Senator Thomas F. Grady and cx-Senatsr 
Thomas C. O'Sullivan freely stating that 
Major Woodbury’s desire to monopolize the 
street sprinkling situation was in order that 
the Skinner machine for flushing streets, 
which the Commissioner is now using, 
should be the only sprinkling machine to 
be used by the city. Senator Grady av- 
peared as counsel for Hilderbrant & Bey- 
ers. 

The Senator argued in favor of enacting 
the proposed ordinance, which empowers 
the Commissioner of Water Supply, Gas 
and Electricity to make contracts with 


street sprinkling corporations to supply 
them with the water they use. 

“The ‘graft’ is all on the other side.” 
declared the Senator. ‘* Whatever there is 
of this elusive thing is on the side of the 
men -who favor the old ordinance which 
makes it possible to use only the Skinner 
machine.”’ 

As Senator Grady made this declaration 
he looked straight at Commissioner Wood- 
bury, who sat a little to one side. At first 
the Commissioner tried to laugh, then he 
grew red in the face and turned his raze 
out of the window. His embarrassment 
continued as ex-Senator O'Sullivan re'‘t- 
erated the declaration and looked »oointeu- 
ly at the Street Cleaning Commissioner. 

“The Corporation Counsel tells me that 
this ordinance will not in any way inter- 
fere with any of the powers which the 
Street Cleaning Commissioner has at pres- 
ent,’’ said the Mayor. ‘‘He further de- 
clares that if it did and if physical ob- 
struction were made to the department in 
the Ae caren of its regular duties, the 
Commissioner would have the right to re- 
move such obstruction without delay.”’ 


WAFERS TELL BOYS’ LIVES. 


System of Human Bookkeeping of the 
Lyman Reform School. 


Walter A. Wheeler, Superintendent of 
Probationers, Lyman School for Boys at 
Westborough, Maés., was the speaker yes- 
terday before the Summer School in Phil- 
anthropic Work conducted by the New 
York Charity Organization Society. 

One of the features of Mr. Wheeler’s 
address was his description of what might 
he called human bookkeeping. 

One thousand children under the age of 
twenty-one are under supervision on the 
farms and in the towns throughout the 
State. 

Records are kept in the central office at 
Westborough. When a visit is made to a 
boy a report card is filed in an envelope 
which finds a place in a catalogue cabinet. 
If all is satisfactory the card is a white one, 
and a blue wafer is pasted on the outside of 
the envelope. If a boy is not doing well, 
but is to have a chance to straighten 


out, a pink card with a pink wafer is used; 
if the boy is doing badly, a red card with a 
red wafer, A glance at the outside of one 
of these envelopes shows by the wafers 
and the colors how often the boy has been 
visited, and whether his conduct has been 
going up or down. A boy with a red card 
is usually returned to the discipline of the 
institution. At the beginning of the twenty- 
first year a blue envelope takes the place 
of the wafered white one which has kept 
the record of the boy throughout his mi- 
nority, and at a glance the officers of the 
institution know the number and the where- 
abouts of the boys who will be released 
from their supervision at the close of the 
year.

Labor Men Object to Having American 
Liner Repaired in Ireland. 


Steamship circles were surprised yester- 
day afternoon when it was announced that 
a committee representing the Central Fed- 
erated Union and the International, Asso- 
ciation of Machinists and Marine Trades 
Council had filed with the Federal Commis- 
sion now investigating the Slocum disaster 
and the local department of the Steamboat 
Inspection Service a protest against the 
proposed sailing to Ireland for repairs of 
the American liner St. Louis. The St. 
Louis recently arrived here thirty-six hours 
late from Southampton on account of a 
damaged engine. 

The committee representing the labor 
organizations states in the protest that the 
St. Louis is in an unseaworthy and unsafe 
condition. The protest further stated that 
the officials of the line had ordered all 
parts and connections between the engines 
disconnected so that only one engine might 
be used, the intention being to navigate the 
liner across the Atlantic in a crippled and 
Should anything happen 
to this engine, the labor committee said, 
the vessel would be helpless. 

The only reason apparent for not having 
the St. Louis repaired in New York, the 
committee informed the commission, is that 
the work can be done more cheaply on the 
other side. The protest was signed by 
M. M, Dolphin, P. F. Quinn, J. B. Wilson, 
Walter Weeks, and David Young. 

When a copy of the protest was shown to 
an official of the American Line he said 
that the whole affair was a labor question, 
that notwithstanding representations 
to the contrary the St. Louis was absolutely 
safe and seaworthy, and that she was being 
sailed under the approval of the Govern- 
ment. The United States Inspectors, it 
was said, had tooked her over, and pro- 
nounced her safe and in condition to cross 
the ocean. The statement that she was 
being sent across for repairs so as to save 
expenses, he said, was absurd. 


WOMAN: ROBBED IN- TRAIN. 


Fiscella cf New York Loses

“OVER POLICE HEADS 


Charges of Complicity with China- 
town Gamblers Are Made. 


DESCENTS ON SIX PLACES 


Supt. McClintock Says His Society Will 
“Get” Department Men in a 
Short Time. 


After making half a dozen raids yesterday 
afternoon on Chinatown lottery and policy 
“joints,” in which fifteen prisoners were 
taken without the Elizabeth Street police 
knowing anything about it, Superintendent 
McClintock of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Crime, of which Dr. Parkhurst is 
the President, made this charge against the 
police: 

“We are after the police in this business. 
They not only knew nothing about our 
raids, but they have not been doing any- 
thing about these gambling places, and, 
more than that, have actually been in with 
these people. But we will get them in a 
short time.”’ 

George F. Titus is Inspector in charge ot 
the district in which Chinatown is situated, 
and Francis J. Kear is Captain of the 
Elizabeth Street Station, which takes in 
Chinatown. 

The raids were made at 4 o’clock and on 
six Chinatown places simultaneously. The 
houses raided were at 20 Doyers Street, 2014 
and 23 Pell Street, and 17, 18, and 30 Mott 
Street, 

McClintock said that these places have 
been running openly. 

“Why, pickets stood outside the doors of 
each place and shouted to people to come 
in and play,” said the Superintendent. 
“We walked in without interference... We 
were invited in, and the pickets kept up 
their yelling to come in and make a bet.” 

There were six different parties of raid- 
ers. Superintendent McClintock had a 
dozen men of the society and one dozen of 
Inspector Brooks’s staff, All had crowbars 
and axes ang their revolvers and billies. 
The crowbars and axes were needed at 23 
Pell and 18 Mott Street, and at the latter 
place four sets-of doors were beaten down 
before the invaders reached the inner room 
of the labyrinth. 

Scores of Chinamen poured out of the 
buildings into the streets and stood chatter- 
ing excitedly. They attracted hundreds of 
whites to the scene, and for over an hour 
Chinatown was in a turmoil. 

The excitement reached its climax when 
the prisoners were hustled into a patrol 
wagon and started off for the Elizabeth 
Street Station and a truckload of alleged 
lottery goods carried away. 


SLOCUM STORY TOLD AGAIN. 


Witnesses Before Federal Commission 
Relate Their Experiences. 


The Federal commission which is investi- 
gating the Slocum disaster continued its 
hearings in the Whitehall Building yes- 
terday. Mrs. Louisa Bock of 69 Marcy 
Avenue, Brooklyn, who was a passenger 
on the Slocum, was the first witness called 
and told of the wild scene of disorder that 
followed the discovery of the flames, and 


of her own rescue. Mrs. Amelia Walker, a 
private nurse, who:had two patients on 
North Brother Island, also testified, as did 
Miss Ida Hoffman, a young woman who 
was among those rescued by a _ tugboat. 
George Kelsh told about the worthlessness 
of the life preservers and of a futile at- 
tempt he made to launch one of the life- 
boats. He was followed by his wife, Mag- 
gie, who corroborated what he had said, 
Edward P. Reilly of 465 Brook Avenue 
was next called, and was followed by 
Charles Lemp, a twelve-year-old boy, who 
told a very clear story of what had hap- 
pened. When he was excused, Gen. Wilson 
of the commission said to him, * Charley, 
you are a fine boy, and will make a mighty 
fine man.”’ Charley’s brother August next 
told his experience, and the commission 
adjourned until 10 o’clock this morning. 


McCARTHY DIDN’T KILL WIFE. 


“He Ain't the Size,” Said She, and Me- 
Farland Was Fined. 


James McFarland, who called Police 
Headquarters on the telephone Wednesday 
afternoon and said that a murder had been 
committed in the flathouse at 422 Bast 
Seventy-sixth Street, was arraigned before 
Magistrate Mayo in Yorkville Court yes- 
terday morning. 

Headquarters, on hearing McFarland’s 
message, had telegraphed to the East 
Sixty-seventh Street Station, and two of 
the reserves were sent to No. 422. In the 
hall door stood a man in his shirt sleeves. 
He was wiping his brow. 

“Who are you?” asked a policeman, 

“James McFarland,’’ the man answered, 
“You'd better git up stairs; McCarthy’s 
killed his wife.” 

The policemen went up stairs four steps 
at a bound. At the third floor somebody 
thought about an ambulance, One of the 
policemen quickly ran down stairs and 
telephoned to Flower Hospital. 

The other policeman found a door ajar, 
and a middle-aged man and a woman seat- 
ed inside. P 

““Where’s McCarthy?” the policeman 
asied. 

“I'm he,” answered Michael McCarthy. 

“Did you kill your wife?” 

‘Kill me?” piped up the woman. ‘“ Mike 


McCarthy’ll have to be a better man than 
he ever was to do me. He ain’t the size.”’ 

It was learned that McFarland, who had 
boarded with the McCarthys, had been 
asked to leave, and the police say that 
when he left the house he went to a near- 
by telephone and told Police Headquarters 
that a murder had been committed. 

“You played a very serious joke,” said 
Magistrate Mayo in court. ‘‘ No joke you 
could have played could have the dangerous 
aspect of this kind of fun. You —— to 
be sent to the Island, but«I will impose 
a fine of $5; if you don’t pay, you will go 
to the Island, anyway.” 

McFarland was unable to pay, and was 
committed for the time, until he could send 
for some money.

James E, Cutter, the valet of Dr. Henry 
S. Spooner of 25 West Forty-fourth Street, 
became violently insane yesterday morning, 
and attempted to kill Mrs. Catharine Mc- 
Gorny, the janitress of the building. Will- 
iam Bornemann, who went to the woman’s 
rescue, was shot by the maniac, but will 
recover. 

Cutter had been employed by the phy- 
sician for five years. He weighs not more 
than a hundred pounds, and his height 
barely exceeds 4 feet. According to his 
employer he is of a most amiable disposi- 
tion. According to the janitress he is a 
little demon. 

The man had served a term in prison for 
burglary and was once examined as to his 
sanity. Notwithstanding this record of 
years ago he has been trusted implicity 
by the doctor, and until yesterday war- 
ranted the recommendations given by Mrs. 
William Appleton of Beekman Street, 
Boston, and other families by whom he had 
been employed.» They had taken an in- 
terest in the man through Mrs. H. T. 
Spooner, who“for years has been foremost 
in the New England societies that have 
sought to give prisoners another chance 
in life. They believed that Cutter had been 
wrongfully imprisoned and worked for his 
pardon. On his release, twenty years ago, 
he immediately received employment. 

Cutter was especially fond of children, 
and was a great favorite with them. His 
employers now and then had to reprimand 
him for his extravagance in spending his 
wages on them. Anything they asked for 
he would buy, and his presents at Christ- 
mas time rivaled those of the parents. It 
had been his delight to wheel the phy- 
sician’s daughter in the park, the little man 
smilingly pushing the baby carriage. Ac- 
cording to the members of the Yale and the 
Harvard Clubs, who have been fond of 
joking with Cutter, he took everything in 
good part, and was particularly pleased 
when they praised the baby. 

For the last three days Cutter has been 
out of sorts. He complained of the 
weather and began to talk to himself. The 
doctor suggested a vacation, but his sery- 
ant refused it, saying that he would not 
be separated from the little girl. 

Yesterday morning he met Mrs, McGorny 
on the stairway.

He then 
drew a pistol and thrust it against her face, 
telling Jer that he would kill her. He 
ouabieall ine! again by the throat and struck 
her over the head, felling ‘her. 

Mrs. Wilkinson, a tenant on the second 
floor, heard the struggle and shouted from 
her window to Bornemann, who was work- 
ing on the iron railing of the Racquet and 
Tennis Club across the street. Bornemann 
ran into the hallway through the street 
door, which was open, and grappled with 
the madman. Cutter twisted himself free 
and fired two shots, one bullet lodging in 
Bornemann’s back. With a parting shot at 
the woman, he ran to the rear of the house 
and escaped over a fence, being chased 
by members of the near-by clubs. A gen- 
eral alarm has been sent out for his arrest 
by the Police Department. 

Bornemann, who was at first supposed 


to be fatally injured, was taken to the 
Flower Hospital, where it was found that 
the bullet had been deflected by a rib, and 
that it was safe to remove him to his home, 
126 Sixth Avenue, Brooklyn.

ACCIDENT, CORONER DECIDES 


Victim Hurrying to Send Telegram May 
Have Opened Dooor to Look 
for Elevator. 


William B. Cunnihgham, fifty years of 
age, who lived in upper Montclair, and was 
the American representative of several 
burlap and jute concerns in Scotland, yes- 
terday fell nine stories through the elevator 
shaft of the Mutual Reserve Building, 309 
Broadway, and was instantly killed. 

Mr, Cunningham was well known in club 
and yachting circles. For many years he 
had been a member of the New York Yacht 
Club. 

Mr, Cunningham occupied offices on the 
ninth floor of the Mutual Reserve Build- 
ing. He was on his way to file a business 
telegram, when, in some manner which 
has not yet been explained, he fell into the 
shaft. 

Louis Magee had charge of the elevator 
in shaft 2, on the Broadway side of the 
building, at the bottom of which Mr. Cun- 
ningham’s body was found. He told the 
police after the accident that his car had 
been empty on its upward trip, and that 
he had just, passed the tenth story, down- 
ward bound, when he felt a shock. He 
brought the car to a stop, and as he did so 
cries from below told him-that an accident 
had happened. Slowly continuing the de- 
scent, he found the door on the ninth floor 
open. Immediately in front of the door 
was a straw hat, crushed out of shape. 

This hat belonged to Mr. Cunningham. 
It was picked up by Charlés C. Peters, 
whose office is also on the ninth floor of 
the building. The fact that the hat was 
crushed in would seem to indicate that 
Mr, Cunningham had put his head into the 
shaft to try to see the elevator, when the 
descending car struck him, 

The body was taken to the Leonard 
Street Station, where it was later taken in 
charge by an undertaker, who was acting 
on instructions from a Mr. Dunbar, who 
was a neighbor of Mr. Cunningham in 
upper Montclair. 

Coroner Jackson was unable to find any 
one who had seen Mr. Cunningham as he 
fell into the shaft. He decided that death 
had been due to accident. Mr. Cunning- 
ham had been a tenant in’ the Mutual Re- 
serve Building for the last ten years, 

Superintendent E. H. Hazen; in charge of 
the building, admitted yesterday afternoon 
that the door might have been open lead- 
ing to the elevator, but said that any one 
who knew how could slip his hand through 
and open it. Magee, the elevator man, left 
the building soon aften the accident. He 
is certain that the door was closed when 
the car went by on its upward trip. 

Miss Josephine Pinkham of 1,748 Seventh 
Avenue, Mr. Cunningham’s stenographer, 
telegraphed Mrs. Cunningham, who, with 
her children, is in Saybrook, Conn., that 
her husband had met with a serious acci- 
dent. 

The telegram which Mr, Cunningham sas 
on his way to send was picked up a short 
distance from the hat, and turned over to 
Miss Pinkham. That Mr. Cunningham had 
just left his office, and was hurrying to 
the ground floor was indicated by the fact 
that his coat was only partly on. 


KILLED WIFE; SHOT MOTHER. 


Princeton Resident Then Tried to Shoot 
Baby—Jealousy the Cause. 


PRINCETON, N. J., July 21.—Robert 
Clayton, twenty-five years old, the driver 
of a beer wagon, to-day shot and killed his 
wife, Lizzie Bush Clayton, twenty years 
old, and then shot his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Susan Bush. Te mother-in-law was seri- 
ously injured. Clayton was arrested. When 
taken into custody he said he was glad 
that he had committed the deed. 

Clayton has lived here about six years, and 


} up to a short time ago worked steadily and 


apparently gave .satisfaction to his em- 
ployers. Clayton went to Trenton yester- 
day and bought a revolver and return- 
ed late last night and roamed _ the 
town until an early hour this morning. He 
went to the house of James Margerum, 
his former émployer, to-day and saw his 
wife, who had been living there since the 
separation. A quarrel followed. Suddenly 
Clayton drew the revolver and fired six 
shots at his wife ; 

All the bullets took effect and she died 


instantly. Her mother, hearing the firing, 
ran out of the house and Clayton shot her 
five times in the body. There is little hope 
for the mother’s recovery. Clayton's little 
sister-in-law at this point picked up the 
child of Clayton, and running to the street 
gave the alarm. Then Clayton tried to 
shoot the baby. 

Marshal Kilfoil, who was notified, chased 
Clayton through the fields. Finally’ the 
trurderer, seeing that he was being over- 
taken by the officer, stopped, pulled the re- 
volver from his pocket and ‘turned it on 
himself, but all the cartridges had been ex- 
ploded. In_.a moment he found some loose 
cartridges in his pocket, and éjecting the 
old bullets inserted one in the chamber of 
the revolvér, but by this. time the officer 
had overtaken him and disarmed him.

SUIT TO SELL SHARE IN PEW.
